200 Ecology of the Everglades. Instead of sitting in a 
classroom studying from books and slides projected 
on screens, the class will travel to the Everglades 
and students will gain a hands-on experience about 
the effects of man on this area of Florida. They will 
observe the life and death cycle in the wilderness in 
all the different habitats the Everglades has to offer. 

The last time this class was offered, 15 students 
went; they were so impressed that 11 of them have 
since changed their major study goals and are now 
engaged in some type of environmental work. The 
new program will follow a similar itinerary because 
of its proven success.

Camping first in a public campground on Long 
Pine Key near Flamingo, Florida for four days, and 
then moving on to a beach on the ocean in an area as 
far south as one can go on the peninsula, they studied 
animals and plants in each natural habitat. They 
went to a Cypress swamp and then a Mangrove 
Swamp, studied a channel and then a sawgrass area, 
as well as the salt water habitat, taking into con- 
sideration the ecological relationship as a whole.

Liberal Arts Graduate of 
BCC. 

Many of your ex- 
periences will be similar 
to mine, others will not, 


depending on . your 
curriculum and other 
considerations. The 


success of your years at 
BCC though will be 
contained in two words: 
Curricular and Extra- 
curricular. 

Curricular pertains 
quite simply to your 
course of study—the 
reason (ostensibly) that 
you enrolled at BCC. The 
most important advice in 
this area is to know your 
curriculum requirements 
(outlined in the BCC 
Catalog) and to spread 
them out over the eight 
semesters, filling in with 
electives of your choice. 
Out of the twenty courses 
I took, fourteen were 
required, which neatly 
narrowed my choices to 
selected areas. 

The next step is to 


procure a . Master 
Schedule of courses and 
the times they are of- 
fered, so that you can 
make up a schedule that 
fulfills your requirements 
and makes the most of 
your available time. Then 
when you approach your 
advisor you will have the 
major planning out of the 
way and can more clearly 
listen to his advice and 


suggestions. 

Above all, as 
registration time ap- 
proaches for each 


semester, prepare early 
to register early and 
avoid long lines and 
disappointments. The 
same advice holds for 
obtaining your books— 
buy early. The Book Store 
extends you every op- 
portunity, but if everyone 
waits until the last 
minute, the result is 
colossal jam-up. 

This would be a good 
time to drop in at the 
Career and Counseling 
Center in the Wales 
Building. Whether you 
know where you are 
headed or don’t have the 
foggiest, you don’t have 
to make those important 
career decisions on your 
own. It took me two years 
to drop in and find out

Like the gorilla, the library is a friendly beast with 
a bad reputation. In an interview, research librarian 
Larry Jenkins put to rest the false myths about the 


library. 


Many students use the library only as a place to go 
and talk. They feel that the librarians perform no 
more duties than a study hall monitor. Also, the only 
time students feel a need to use the resources 
available occurs the day before a paper’s due date 
when they are desperate and stuck. “‘The library was 


only there when you wanted 


to inflict pain on your- 


self,” recalled Mr. Jenkins. 

The librarians receive training in the materials. 
They know the materials and where to find them. 
The librarians job also includes pleasant service. 
The student needs only to take the first step. Ask the 
person at the desk in the reference part of the 


library.

Finally, your 
Curriculum doesn’t have 
to be a drag or a bore. 
The key to a successful 
semester can be found in 
the electives you choose.

In Art we 
took a memborable bus 
trip to New York City’s 
Metropolitan Museum of 
Art. In Effective 
Speaking we got to know 
each other personally 
through our shared 
rhetorical endeavors. In 
Journalism we had pride 
and satisfaction in our 
work—meeting deadlines 
and putting out the 
campus newspaper. In 
Theatre we designed 
costumes and sets, acted 
in scenes. while ap- 


plauding each others: 


efforts. I had a great time 
and made many friends. 
There’s no rule that says 
courses can’t be fun! 

Extra-curricular is the 
icing on the cake. All 
students are pressed for 
time—with work, sports, 
studies, .etc._—but unless 
you get involved, even in 
just one activity, school 
can be no more than a 
monotonous routine from 
home to school to work to 
home. Not that you ean’t 
fill the void with off- 
campus social activities, 
but in that way you miss 
out on what makes a 
college uniquely yours. 
You never can put your 
finger on the pulse of the 
campus or find out what 
makes BCC tick. 

The first four 
semesters I was on 
campus only 2 or 3 days a 
week. (I started out part- 
time.) By the fifth 
semester I had to go five 
days a week to complete 
my requirements and 
credit hours, but I began 
to see what I had missed 
by spending so little time 
on campus. This became 
more evident when I 
worked on the campus 
newspaper, The 
Fulcrum. I got to know 
what United Student 


through the shelves does not give someone a full idea 
of its contents. Using research processes provide the 
best coverage and in a much shorter time. The 
librarians will help students to learn these methods 
which include the card catalog and the Reader’s 
Guide to Periodical Literature. Anyone who learns 
the processes at Broome “should be able to find — 
anything even at very large libraries,’’ Mr. Jenkins 


added. 


The librarians want to help any way they can, 
short of doing your assignment themselves. They can 
find the best information for each - particular 
assignment quickly. Whenever you need help, bother 


them with a 


questions. Part of the librarians job 


involves answering thoughtfully. In addition, the 
library provides the best place to study on campus. 
‘It’s very difficult,” Larry Jenkins explained, “to go 
through a college, and never have to use the 


library.” 


Government (USG) was 
all about, who the ad- 
ministration was and 
where their offices were, 
and learned more about 
the Program Board and 
their activities.

Consider being a 
representative for your 
curriculum. Have you 
ever wondered why a 
school holiday came at 
this time and _ not 


another? You can have a

How is the Student Ac- 
tivity Fee distributed? Is 
your specific interest 
getting its fair share of 
this fee? Students like 
you have made great 
strides in improving the 
bus service to BCC. They 
need your support in 
carrying on the good 
work. You can have a 
voice in all these affairs 
that concern you, but only 
if you take that first step.
